Press: Geneva(NMR): Massive rearmament has 
swept Europe over the past few months, ac- 
cording to a report by the Geneva Pacifist's 
Union. The report blamed the rearmament on 
renewed rivalries over the Balkans, the low 
countries, and Scandinavia. 

The Union estimates that European land 
forces have increased by k0%, and naval 
forces by k-5%- The largest increases were 
by France, which tripled the size of its 
navy; Germany, which doubled its navy and 
increased its army by 50$; and Austria, 
which doubled its army. 

Italy was identified as the only coun- 
try not to join in rearmament. In a state- 
ment, President Schnick of the Union praised 
Italy for "setting an example which will 
shame and inspire the rest of Europe." 

Diplomatic sources in several countries 
placed Italy high on their list of targets 
for the coming year. 

Budapest: The Emperor extends the hand 
of friendship to the Italians. Presently we 
are just defending our borders against any 
barbarians.

Versailles (UPI, Reuters): Secretary 
of State Hull and French President Fox held 
a joint news conference here earlier today. 
Some excerpts: Question: Is it true that 
France is going to exchange Morocco, Algeria, 
Tunisia, and Polynesia to the United States? 

Mr. Hull: Well, as you may or may not 
know, the Congress and our President, have 
decided to lend to both France and the United 
Kingdom some unnefided arms. Additionally, 
President Fox has suggested the possibility 
of additional gifts to booster the French 
Army and Navy. 

Q: Then Mr. President, is there a 
chance of Germany winning in France? Is it 
true there have been casualties? 

President Fox: Yes, two valiant tanks 
have been destroyed. But we also destroyed 
three German tanks. And of course there is 
a chance of Germany winning in the war in 
France, but I'd say the chances of this oc- 
curring are very, very minimal. 

Paris(Agence Franc e-Pr es se ) : Striking 
employees of this French national news media 
agency have applied en-masse for employment 
with Reuters, the German official news 
agency. The union leader, when asked about 
this move, responded: Well, President Fox 
is giving all his exclusive news coverage 
to the German agency, so we have little or 
no work to do except to repeat Reuters dis- 
patches. Maybe the President wants to pre- 
pare us for German occupation? Some dissi- 
dents have immigrated to New York to work 
for the Daily Worker.
